One Brajanath Ohowdhuri, a zemindar, brought a suit in the Munsif’s 

Court against one Birwani Singh for the recovery of rent at the old rate 

for the Bengali year 1291 and at a new and enhanced rate for the year 

1292. The date of the institution of this suit was 7th July 1886, just 

six days from the date on which the new os ea making it obligatory on 

owners of land to get their names registered in the Collectorate, came into 

force; and as the plaintiff did not get his name registered as required by 

the new law, the Munsif rejected his claim for the year 1292 and gave 

him a decree only for the rent due for the year 1291. The man carried 

his case to the Judge’s Court for the remaining portion of his claim. But 

the Jadge not enly dismissed his appeal, but stated that he would dismiss his 

claim even for the portion for which the Munsif had given him a decree, if 

only the defendant lodged an appeal against the Munsif's decree. The case 

was taken in special appeal to the High Court. The High Court. reversed the 

decision of the Judge and ordered him to retry the case. Thus the same 

section of the Regulation is differently interpreted by different men. It should 

now be clear how the provision in the new law regarding registration of names 

presses hard on landowners. The new Chief Commissioner of Assam is 

therefore requested to exempt those landowners from the operation of the 

Land Registration law who have recently got their names registered under 

the provisions of the old Act. : oe
